Only recently the production of the 
sugar beet and the manufacture of su­ 
gar therefrom have been undertaken 
here. The success which has attend­ 
ed the experiments made in various 
parts of the country strongly indicate 
that a profitable new industry, one cal­ 
culated to be of benefit to thousands 
of American farmers, has come into 
being. 
There are four beet sugar factories 
in Illinois, three in Nebraska, three in 
Colorado, besides others in other sec­ 
tions, and more are contemplated.
